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THE STATE AND 
TRADE UNIONS 


As in all upheavals of its kind; 
the San Francisco strike has 
again brought into prominence 
the question of the extent to 
which a State is entitled to ex- 
tend its authority over, : trade 
unions. Again and again it has 


{been shown that these unions in 


their activities intersect the 
sphere of action of Governments 
and not infrequently invade the 
field in which the State claims 
supreme ‘authority. The issue 
is.one.of great_practical__signi-. 
ficance, since it raises the ques- 
tion whether tho principle of 
“freedom of ‘association ‘can be 
reconciled with the State’s claims 
to the allegiance: of all its 
citizens. The evolution of Bri-

Residents in general, and dog 
owners [n particular, are hereby 
informed that owing to the pre- 
valence of rabies in the City, the 
Council intend to enforce strictly 
all existing Regulation with regard 
to dogs in: Shameen, and the 
police have. been _ directed to see 
that these are carried out. 

The principal Regulations. 
as following :— 

(2) Bye-Law 31. The importa- 
tion of dogs into the Concession 
without special permission in 
writing from the Council is
